Los Angeles County Department of Health Services (DHS) Quarantine and Isolation (QI) 
Medical Shelters 


In response to the COVID-19 crisis, Los Angeles County has established eight quarantine and 
isolation medical shelters to house COVID-infected or COVID-exposed individuals who cannot 
quarantine or isolate in their homes, either because they don’t have a home or because they 
cannot remain at home given risks to others in their households. The Infection Prevention 
Monitor implements and evaluates the infection prevention plan and practice at Quarantine and 
Isolation sites. The Infection Prevention Monitor reports to the Infection Prevention Lead and 
Nurse Manager. 


JOB DUTIES/RESPONSIBILITIES: 
The Infection Prevention Monitor’s responsibilities include the following: 


e Replenish supplies required for infection control 

e Monitor supplies and cleanliness of donning and doffing areas. This may include central 
donning and doffing areas, Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) carts, intake areas and 
anywhere donning and doffing occur. 

e Monitor hand sanitizer and wipes at nursing stations, intake areas and anywhere on site 
where hand hygiene and frequent wiping of surfaces is indicated 

e Perform PPE competency validations and report findings to Infection Prevention Lead 

e Perform daily spot checks including hand hygiene audits and donning and doffing 
practice checks and report findings to Infection Prevention Lead 

e Perform daily environmental rounds to ensure site safety including monitoring 
medication storage, proper O2 tank storage and ensure that medical devices are 
disinfected and labeled 

e Other duties as assigned by the Infection Prevention Lead and Nurse Manager
